Irish novelist, j 
died a t 6 a. rn. today.

have been 81 years old next month. 
Despite his advanced years and 
im paired health, Moore was active' 
in the literary field close to the 
end. 
He left an uncompleted task. 
in which he was greatly engrossed 
—the editing and supervising of a 
com plete edition of his works. 
He also left an unfinished “mod­ 
ern” novel, a little m ore than half 
of which had been w ritten. 
Wrote Bast at 75 
W hen he was 75 he decided to 
round out his career as a novelist 
by giving the world the best he 
ever produced, “Aphrodite in Aulia,’ 
’the story of a young A thenian in 
the tim e of Pericles. 
Moore had been called by some 
the last of the great V ictorians; by 
others the first of the great Georg­ 
ians. 
To all he was a connoisseur 
at w riting and publishing books. 
In the beginning of his career his 
books were sold by the tens of 
thousands at the ordinary popular 
price, but in the last decade be had 
published his works in private edi­ 
tions. beautifully bound and with 
exquisite type arrangem ent. 
They 
sold at $10 a volume. 
One of the m ost discussed w riters 
of the last generation. Moore was 
credited with introducing the mod­ 
ern English novel with its frank­ 
ness and realism of detail. 
For 
th at he was m ade the targ et of bit­ 
ter abuse and suffered the attacks 
for 20 years. 
T hat was one of the 
reasons th at im pelled him to issue 
bis novels privately and at such 
high price. 
Born in County Mayo. 
Moore was 
born at Baliyglass, 
County Mayo, Ireland, Feb. 24, 1852, 
the son of George H enry 
Moore, 
a m em ber of parliam ent. 
Instead 
of an Oxford o r Cam bridge educa­ 
tion which m ight have been 
his, 
he went 
to 
Paris, w here he fre­ 
quented the cafes with Manet and 
Degas. 
His education he imbibed from 
the picture galleries and talking to 
the learned men of his day. From 
these associations be became im ­ 
bued with a desire to paint great

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Japan Stands Pat 
Spokesmen for Japan, in the Involved negotiations 
being carried on at Geneva, don’t try to hide the fact 
that they are restricted in their policies by a strong 
anti American feeling among the Japanese people 
Ironically, this nation’s offense c onsists of doing first 
and vigorously what League of Nation! members are 
doing reluctantly and weakly—withholding recogni 
tion of the puppet state of Man* houkuo. 
Japan's dislike of the United States has been prod 
ded within the isnt few days by Secretary Stlmson's 
reaffirmation of the so-called Hoover doctrine of re 
fusing to recognise territory acquired by aggression 
yr force of arms. It was prodded still more by the 
priMldent-elect’g declaration that he would uphold 
this doctrine. Knowing the possibilities of trouble 
entailed, Mr. Roosevelt displayed courage in publish 
Ing beforehand this Important point In his foreign 
policy. 
In the tangle of diplomatic negotiations spawned 
by the Manchurian affair there ie one point from 
which comprehension may make a fair beginning 
That is certainty that Japaa will stand pat. It la the 
reailat; other nations ire the theorists. Its realism 
constitutes a great advantage, evident in every stage 
of the problem. For each disputed action it baa an 
explanation satisfactory to itself, it has given no 
ground. In a manner of speaking, It has made up Its 
mind so firmly that the judgment of other nations, 
even if It were more positive than it is. stilt would 
suffer by comparison. 
The offense of the United States consists not so 
much of holding an opinion critical of Japan's ac­ 
tions In Manchuria, but of holding It with greater 
firmness than the league of Rations has dared to 
show. Unless that body abstains from a course of 
conciliation and supports the Hoover doctrine, the 
United States will be at the disadvantage of stand 
Ing out alone against 
Jsi>ausese expansion hi the 
orient. 
it is questioned, aud with sound Justification, 
whether or not the United States dares to refuse to 
soften its attitude toward Japan. Possibilities of 
greater friction are real lf Japan continue! to stand 
pat and this nation continues to exert critical pree- 
ure. Reexamination la in order. 


Pensions for the Aged 
Assignment to committee of aa old age peas ion 
bill in the state bouse of representatives marks an­ 
other move in a patient, though 
poorly organised, 
drive for enactment of a pension law. Ohio facet the 
duty of forming an opinion on this type of legislation. 
Thdre is little to guide It in the 
experience of 
other states. Seventeen of them and one territory 
have old age pension laws, but they vary so widely 
that generalisation on their merit! and defects is 
risky. The public accepts as one of it* duties the 
care of the aged, but the pension method still is 
vaguely experimental. 
The turning point of the problem seems to be the 
relative cost of providing by pensions or through 
funds appropriated for administration of Infirmaries 
It Is the ideal of pension advocates to avoid placing the 
stigma of “poor house” residence on the unfortun­ 
ate, but the ideal has been abused grievously in such 
old age pension legislation aa exists. 
Viewed aa a whole, the legislation names so many 
qualifications of eligibility for pension aid that the 
recipient is almost entirely dependent on his pen­ 
sion payment, which stood at an average of slightly 
less than t230 a year in 1931. Seven states bar per­ 
sons from penslou benefits if they have any Income 
of specified amount. Most states bar persons with 
property valued at more than 92,006 or |3,000 dollars. 
The workability of old ago pension laws has not 
been demonstrated. As theory, they are highly com 
mendable. A national society which has accepted as 
an ideal the principle that every person Is entitled 
to the necessities of life finds Half at this stage in 
its progress striving to adjust practice to theory. It 
is not demanded that the general assembly enact 
old age pension laws immediately. It Is demanded, 
however, by intelligent residents of the state that 
Ohio keep abreast of developments in the field. Un­ 
less the whole course of social progress la changed 
there will be, ultimately, some form of Insurance 
against old age. This aute should Uke an active in­ 
terest in the experimental work now being done.

They have a direct obligation to the ideals 
of good government to make certain that they are 
prepared to receive it back in a state of complete 
preparation for the responaibilitlea that go with it.

NEW S ANO NEW S TRANSM ISSION.

On June 25, 1876, General George A. Custer, a na­ 
tive of Harrison, O., and a half-brother of Brice W. 
Custer, a sheriff of Franklin county, with his entire 
command of U. C. cavalry, was wiped out by Sioux 
Indians under Sitting Bul). It was days before the 
awful news began to trickle down to the outposts 
and finally was relayed to the war department at 
Washington. 
It la singular that at that very moment, a demon­ 
stration was being made in Philadelphia with the In­ 
strument now known as the telephone, one of the 
efficient agencies for communication. 
June 25 that year fell on Sunday, and although the 
centennial exposition, then in progress, was closet!

How To Keep Well

I 
T SHOULD be the aim of the 
wise to preserve strength and 
and health. Some of the easy 
ways of doing this are neglected. 
Wa constantly read about new 
germs and new ways of combating 
disease. They excite our interest, 
but why do we overlook the import­ 
ance of so simple a thing as rest 
ss s means of guarding against dis­ 
ease. 
The medical profession has al­ 
ways recognized the importance of 
importance of taking a sufficient 
number of hours of sleep and rest. 
The doctors know that a tired per­ 
son is more susceptible to infec­ 
tious diseases, such as the common 
cold, influenza and pneumonia. 
Stepping Stone to Disease. 
It woald seem that few individu­ 
als really appreciate that rest Is es­ 
sential to good health. Yet there is 
no question that fatigue affects 
health; it is the stepping stone to 
disease. 
Many say they have “no time to 
rent.” Others boast of their untir­ 
ing ability to work in spits of lack 
of sleep and rust They are fooling 
themselves and doing grave injus­ 
tice to health and friends. 
When I apeak of “rest,” I do not 
mean alone an adequate number of 
hours of sleep. Thorough relaxa­ 
tion, with freedom 
from worry; 
time to take nourishing food, fresh 
air and 
sunlight; 
and 
definite 
hours of play, must he included in 
the program. 
Rest Is beneficial In proportion 
to the completeness of relaxation 
and the absence of worry. Worry 
interferes with restful sleep and of­ 


ten disturbs appetite and digestion. 
There are persons who just can­ 
not rest though they try to do so. 
For years they have abused the 
health and strength of their bodies. 
I hope you will not permit yourself 
to reach this state of exhaustion. 
What Fatigue Dots. 
Bear in mind that when you are 
tired, all of your internal organs 
are tired. The stomach of a tired 
person does not supply the normal 
amount of 
the digestive Juices. 
Then heartburn, acidity, “bilious­ 
ness,” headache and lack of elimi­ 
nation. That is the reason why you 
should eat lightly when tired. 
lf you do mental work, you re­ 
quire just as much rest and relaxa­ 
tion as lf you were doing hard mus­ 
cular work. Mental fatigue Is equiv­ 
alent to physical 
fatigue. 
There 
have been a few famous men who 
managed to work on a limited num­ 
ber of hours of sleep. I beg of you 
not to be misled by these experi­ 
ences. Such men are exceptional 
examples, with thousands of others 
among tho famous who had to take 
a great deal of sleep and rest. 
I am often asked whether exer­ 
cise is beneficial 
for a tired and 
listless feeling. It la beneficial. But 
exercise without ait abundance of 
rest Is harmful. It Is dangerous, too, 
when taken la excess. It should on­ 
ly he doue in moderation and with 
definite periods of rest. Too often, 
impaired health can be traced to 
poorly supervised exercise. 
Obtain at least seven or eight 
hours of restful sleep. Drink six to 
eight glasses of water dally. Avoid 
any tendency 
toward 
constipa­ 
tion. Dally baths should be taken

northern 
end. There was a small balcony at 
its southern extremity which could 
accommodate, 
It 
is recalled by 
some of the older residents, about 
175 persons. 
Its capacity in the regular seat­ 
ing section was about 500 which en­ 
abled nearly 600 persons to be ac­ 
commodated on 
occasions. 
This 
theater was owned for a number of 
years by the late Henry Brunt, who 
also was active in pottery manu­ 
facturing. He was interested in the 
Brunt Knob Works along the river 
while his brother, William Brunt, 
conducted 
the 
plant under his 
name which was located at Wal­ 
nut and East Third streets. 
William 
Bridge, the father of 
William Bridge of East 
Fourth 
street, who long bas been active in 
bill board 
advertising 
activities 
while also assisting in theatrical 
departures here, was 
the 
stage 
manager for the most part at the 
Brunt theater 
or 
opera 
house 
Among these who as young men 
aided as ushers on occasions In 
this house were George Davidson 
and Robert Wallace, old residents 
say. In and about this theater John 
Bailey of Chester, was among those 
who also assisted in various capach 
ties. 
In discussing theatrical depart­ 
ures in East Liverpool during days 
of three decades and more ago in 
a Market street business place re­ 
cently several men recalled a man 
whose name they 
could 
not re­ 
member who for perhaps a year or 
two was located under the Brunt 
theater while engaged in the mak­ 
ing and the dispensing of waffles. 
He stood out In their memory by 
reason of the fact that he was an 
exceedingly large man, one of the 
largest perhaps to ever live in the 
city. He was known to all and sun­ 
dry for the excellence of the wa! 
Aes which he 8 old. 


"f I AIESE waffles were of the 
I 
kind that did not get soggy 
when 
they were cold and 
they were sold at three for five 
cents,” recalled George C. Smith of 
Avondale street. 
“These 
waffles 
were made by a Greek, younger 
than the man who dispensed them 
to the public." The latter in the 
beginning went about the streets 
with these waffles in 
a basket; 
then he assumed a push cart and it 
is believed that before he conclud­ 
ed his stay here he had a wagon 
in operation for a time. 
He explained that 
the 
waffle 
man carried about an arrangement 
by which he sprinkled powdered 
sugar upon tho trio of waffles sold 
so that they could be eaten immedi­ 
ately. His trade grew steadily and 
was particularly active upon nights 
when attractions 
were listed for 
the Brunt theater. During and af­ 
ter such performances the waffle 
man did a fine business with the 
theatrical patrons. 
There is additional memory of 
this iarge man who dealt in waf­ 
fles because of a huge pair of over­ 
alls that he wore on 
occasions. 
They bad been procured for him 
by one of the early clothiers of 
East Liverpool who arranged that 
his eight-lettered name should be 
sewed on each 
pantallon 
leg in 
large letters. 
He 
go4>d-naturedly 
agreed to this method of advertis­ 
ing his friend, the then local busi­ 
ness man, in this manner. 
A. J. McCain of 
East 
Fourth 
street, local business man of many 


years, also remembered well the so­ 
called waffle man whose name he 
also could uot recall. It was agreed 
that another outstanding feature 
about this once well known man In 
this community was his stentorian 
voice. When he shouted, “waffles, 
waffles,” his tones were so strong 
that he boomed his information for 
a long distance away. 
He had an infectious laugh which 
served to reveal his constant good 
nature. Mr. Smith remembered the 
time when the 
"Burlesque 
Sea 
Queens” appeared at 
the 
Brunt 
theater. It was an outstandinrw - 
gregation and carried about 40 im 
sons, he recalled. The waffle man 
was among those who attended and 
saw the performance of the visit 
ing performers. 
D 


URING one of the song appear­ 
ances of the leading lady 
with the troupe she sang a 
number In which she at times in­ 
terpolated her own viewpoints. See­ 
ing the good-natured, large mao 
some seats away from her she, as 
the custom was for a bit of fun 
and raillery, singled him out so 
that the audience would get a thrill 
over her seeming audacity. “Oh, 
you little fat rascal,” she trilled as 
she tossed a seeming orange direct­ 
ly at him.

He was the man who later 
became the trainer of John L. Sul­ 
livan and the later arbiter of sport 
activities in New York state. Then 
in the xenith of his physical prime 
he was meeting marked success as 
a wrestler. 
His competitor upon the mat 
that evening was Bert Walker of 
Cincinnati. 
The 
latter 
weighed 
about 176 pounds while Muldoon 
Upped the beam at about 219 
pounds. 
After a smart contest in 
which many local devotes of the 
sport were In attendance Muldoon 
was declared the victor. 
This was perhaps the first and 
oily time that William Muldoon 
whose name was as well known In 
the wrestling world as pas that of 
John L. Sullivan in the prize ria* 
ever visited in East Liverpool, it 
is not now recalled whether he 
and his associate upon his jm\% 
broke training rules to sample 
of the delicacies of the waffle 7*o. 
William Muldoon is yet living in 
New York state where for many 
years be has maintained a place in 
which men may reclaim themselves 
physically under his direction. He 
was big enough to make even John 
L. Sullivan obey his commands 
while training. Those who remem­ 
bered the waffle man declare tin t 
he later returned to Alliance, from 
whence he had come to this city. 
There he Is said to have become a 
casualty of a street railway acci­ 
dent.

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Conspiracy Against Jesus 


^UR lesson for today, portrays one of the saddest incidents in the life of 
n 
a 
our Saviour. We read of Judas Iscariot who was one of twelve Jis- 
ciples chosen by our Lord, the one who for money, betrayed his 
J best friend, in the most cowardly fashion. 
Judas did not only be­ 
tray Jesus in some ordinary matter, but he entered into a conspiracy whereby 
he was to lead a band of crucifiers. These men were to seize Jesus and take 
Him before Pilate. 


Judas, the traitor, had a double roll to play. He, being one of the twelve, 
could easily lead the enemies of Jesus into His presence without much, if any 
resistance.. But Judas had another part to play. He was to identify the man 
wanted. 
He did not have the courage to say: There He is. So by previous 
arrangement the identification was to be made by Judas who was to walk right 
Up to Jesus and to kiss Him. 


We regret that space does not permit us to include, in this article, biblical 
record to indicate that Jesus knew just what Judas was doing. 
But that is 
quite well known to all Bible students. 
The entire incident is well told in the 
gospel according to Mark and Luke. The writer simply desires to comment 
upon the name of the traitor. I dare say the name of “Judas” is the most ugly 
name to be found in the Bible. 


It might also be said: Of all the offenses known to man, the act of a traitor 
is the most offensive of all. Under many conditions our sympathies go out for 
a murderer, but under no condition, do we condone the act of a traitor. 
Hence, Judas Iscariot, stands out as the greatest offender in all history.

NEW YORK, Jan. 21—Always on 
the hunt for more money, men have 
made it out of everything from 
fiahooks and cheese to gold and 
faith in government. 
Today, in some parts of America, 
even the promise to pay in goods 
and services Is being made Into 
money. This Is the money used by 
the nation’s unemployed In their 
barter and exchanges, about 150 of 
which has been organized in the 
United States since the depression. 
This money is scrip, simply a prom­ 
ise to pay the bearer goods and 
services. 
Yet, while the unemployed seek 
to make more money, the United 
States In recent months has had 
more money in circulation than at 
any time in its history — that is. 
more coins and bills. There is more \ 
in circulation today than there was 
in 1929. 
What is this paradox? 
As Prof. Ray Rogers of New York 
university points out, the paradox 
is simply that the money that circu­ 
lates in the form of bills and coins 
Is but a fraction of the total stuff 
that is used for money. The major 
part of our money is bank deposits. 
No Shortage of Money 
On June 30, 1932, total bank de 
posits stood at $41,963,000,000. 
At 
tile same time total bills and coins 
In circulation totaled about $5,500,- 
000,000. 
If all the depositors sud­ 
denly asked the banks for their 
money it would be utterly impos-
